The “National” Finances 


Last year the National Railways earned 


$33 millions less than in 1945. But the ex- 
penses of operating the system were $2 
millions more. The result was a deficit of $8 


millions, compared with a surplus of $24 
millions at the end of the preceding year. 
All these amounts are in round figures. 

The two main factors in cutting down 
earnings was a decline in passenger traffic 
and in the movement of grain. Because fewer 
people traveled passenger revenue was down 
$17 millions, Revenue from grain haulage 
slumped $14 millions. General freight traffic 
showed a drop of only $2 millions, while 
mail and express business brought in slightly 
more than in 1945. 

The worse feature of the annual report 
is that the returns for 1947 do not promise 
to be better, rather the contrary. Wage in- 
creases and higher costs of materials which 
came into during 1946 will apply 
throughout the whole of this year. Barring 
a substantial increase in revenue from some

his political views 

I went to the Encyclopedia and 
looked up “Peoria.” 

The account of the city notes 
that, at the last ¢ “sus, 87 per ce.

7,288,610.

It was in Peoria on October 16, 
1854, that Lincoln spoke against the 
Kansas-Nebraska Act opening the 
northwest territories to slavery.
